Lieu ten an t Gov ern or Bu sh said 
last n ig ht that fou rteen members 
of the sen ate, ov er which he pre­ 
sides, had in formed him they 
fav ored the callin g of a special 
session to con sider leg islation to 
lift the tax bu rden from real es­ 
tate an d farm property withou t 
takin g u p an y other matters. 
These fou rteen were all th at had 
replied to a qu estion n aire sen t 
them by Mr. Bu sh. 
Speaker My ers said he had re­ 
ceiv ed forty an swers to a similar 
qu estion n aire from members of 
the hou se an d th at most of them 
fav ored the special session . There 
are fifty sen ators an d on e hu n ­ 
dred represen tativ es, an d Bu sh 
an d My ers hoped to hav e replies 
from all within a few day s. 
Each of the 150 lawmakers has 
receiv ed a report of the citizen s’ 
tax committee, which recom­ 
men ded sev en teen way s to im­ 
prov e the state situ ation . The 
committee was appoin ted after 
Gov ern or Leslie had ag reed to 
call the session on ly in the ev en t 
the leg islators wou ld con sen t to 
con fin e their deliberation s to tax 
qu estion s an d specified th at a 
prog ram he believ es will brin g 
resu lts is presen ted to him before 
han d. 
Amon g the recommen dation s 
made by the citizen s’ committee 
were the redu ction of salaries of

field workers for relief forces dis­ 
cov ered addition al dead, in ju red 
an d homeless. 
C. H. MacFaran d, American 
Red Cross field director for North 
Alabama, said the dev astation 
brou g ht abou t by the storms in 
fiv e sou thern states early this 
week had been “v astly u n der­ 
estim ated” an d an n ou n ced es­ 
tablishmen t 
of 
cen tral 
relief 
headqu arters here. 
The n ew set-u p, he ex plain ed, 
will han dle relief an d rehabili­ 
tation operation s' in thirteen Ala­ 
bama cou n ties, ten in Georg ia 
an d six in Ten n essee, the states 
hardest hit. Mau rice Reddy , as­ 
sistan t director of disaster relief 
for the Red Cross has been called 
here from W ashin g ton to direct 
the work. 
Today the total kn own dead 
stood at 362 div ided between Ala­ 
bama with 299, Georg ia with 40. 
Ten n essee with 18 , Sou th Caro­ 
lin a with 3 an d Ken tu cky with 2. 
Un official estimates placed the 
n u mber of in ju red abov e 3,000 
an d the homeless at 8 ,500. Prop­

TURNING TO THE PRESIDENT 
“I th ink th a t wh en we look back upon 
th ese day s wh en th ere is not so much p arti­ 
sansh ip we will be th ankful th at we h ad 
such a m an to guide us.” 
In th ese calm, m atter of fact words, Represen­ 
tative Tilson closed a speech in th e House of 
Representatives after a day in wh ich Democratic 
senators and representatives h ad devoted h ours 
of tim e to savage attack upon th e President. 
T h at in th is statem ent Mr. Tilson accurately 
forecast th e attitude of American opinion in th e 
future toward President Hoover can h ardly be 
denied. And th a t “future” may be nearer th an 
some suspect. Many close observers of public 
sentim ent see even now a strong turn of opinion 
toward th e President. Th is is mad m anifest by 
m eetings and conventions th a t h ave been h eld 
in m any states for th e selection of delegates to 
th e national convention. W ith out a single ex cep­ 
tion wh erever Republican committees or Repub­ 
lican district or state conventions h ave been 
h eld enth usiasm for “Hoover and Curtis” h as 
been marked. 
It h as been spontaneous enth usiasm , too, not 
carefully worked up by th e leaders of th e party 
but obviously springing from th e genuine feeling 
of th e rank and file. Th e idea, h eard in some 
q uarters, th a t “th e leaders” are forcing th e nom ­ 
ination of Hoover against an adverse public sen­ 
tim ent h as no foundation in fact. 
Th e people recognize but one leader and th at 
is th e President. More particularly is th a t true 
since Congress convened last December. Prior to 
th a t time th ere was doubtless some reservation 
of judgm ent. Many were waiting to see w h eth er 
some one in Congress migh t bring forward a pro­ 
gram with a better promise of good results th an 
any th ing President Hoover h ad to offer. 
But with Congress now more th an th ree 
m onth s in session th e people h ave discovered 
th a t th e Hoover program is th e only program, 
th a t no oth er h as been offered and th at h is h as 
m et with such general acceptance th a t even a 
Democratic Congress h as felt obliged to support 
it. 
Th e people h ave discovered also th at th e Pres­ 
ident is doing h is job with every last pound of 
energy th at is in h im, ignoring attacks, partisan 
or slanderous, and th ey are giving h im steadily 
increasing confidence, approval ancj support. 


PROGRAM BEING COMPLETED 
Completion of President Hoover’s program of 
reconstruction is now in sigh t. Th e subcommit­ 
tee of th e House Banking and Currency Commit­ 
tee at W ash ington is now busy w ith its h earings 
on th e h ome loan bank bill, wh ich is one link in 
th e President’s program of emergency relief. 
It is generally realized th a t one of th e causes 
of th e prolongation of th e depression is th e in­ 
ability of th e building industry to get on its feet, 
especially th a t part of th e industry wh ich h as to 
do with h ome building. 
Th e h ome loan bank bill is designed so far as 
possible, to relieve th is situation. It is designed 
to perm it banks, building and loan associations, 
insurance companies, etc., to secure cash ad­ 
vances on h ome mortgages now h eld by th em . In 
its field it will parallel th e activities of th e Fed­ 
eral Land Banks with respect to farm mortgages, 
and th e Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
with respect to frozen assets. Supporters of th e 
legislation argue th a t if th e present h olders of 
h ome mortgages can obtain advances on th em , 
th ey will be in a position to lessen th eir fore­ 
closures to make mortgage loans on h omes not 
now mortgaged, to renew old mortgages and to 
advance loans for th e construction of new h ous­ 
ing. 
Opponents stress th e argum ent th a t th e bill is 
an inflation measure, th a t it will encourage un­ 
sound building booms, th a t it will provide a sur­ 
plus of h ousing facilities, and will place th e gov­ 
ernm ent even furth er into private business. To 
th is its supporters reply by say ing th a t th e op­ 
position is mainly due to fear by lenders on 
m ortgages th a t th e mortgage rates will be low­ 
ered, and th us th eir profits reduced. In push ing 
th e legislation, th e President h as th e backing of 
th e National Conference on Home Ownersh ip 
and Housing, and nearly all th e building and 
loan associations. 
Some of th ese day s, wh en th e clouds begin to 
scatter, th ere is going to be a demand for h omes. 
Families wh o h ave doubled up to save ex penses 
during th e depression will begin to w ant to get 
to th emselves again, and th en th e long delay ed 
building ex pansion program will be on. Th e sug­ 
gestions of th e President, embodied in th e bill 
mentioned above, are calculated to make th is 
building revival possible at th e earliest favor­ 
able moment.

One fact th at do cs stand o u t 
v ery clearly is that in an ho u r 
when the disciples were bro ken 
in spirit and tho ro u ghly dis­ 
heartened, feeling that the faith 
that they had placed in Jesu s 
was 
fru strated

their faith su ddenly rev iv ed in 
su ch a way that life and pu r- 


po se were renewed and strength­ 
ened, and they went fo rth with 
this new v isio n o f their Lo rd, 
stro ng to pro claim the Go spel. 
What was the natu re o f these 
v isio ns o f the Master? T hat is 
precisely what we canno t an­ 
swer. Bu t tiic reco rds indicate 
that in effect the appearance o f 
Jesu s to his disciples had all the 
reality o f his earthly presence 
with the added effect o f my s­ 
tery and inspiratio n in the co n­ 
scio u sness that death had no t 
triu mphed o v er him. 
Here we hav e the pictu re o f 
Mary standing o u tside the to mb, 
weeping. 
His 
disappo intment 
had no t weakened her lo v e and 
her perso nal dev o tio n. Her ho pe 
might be lo st, bu t it was as a 
treasu re that she still mo u rned. 
There in that ho u r she saw a 
remarkable v isio n — two angels 
sitting, o ne at the head and o ne 
at the feet o f Jesu s, and she 
heard their v o ices say ing, ‘^Wo m- 
an, why weepest tho u ?” 
Mary saw her Lo rd, and he 
¿po ke to her, and she came back 
to the disciples telling them the 
remarkable sto ry .

The discu ssio n o f su ch ex pe­ 
riences wo u ld take u s far afield. 
A friend who serv ed in the Great
